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HOW   THE  CAMPAIGN   FOR  THE 
ALUMNI  MEMORIAL   AUDI- 
TORIUM STARTED 


For  a  long  time  the  alumni  of  the  Ohio 
University  have  wished  to  do  something 
for  their  alma  mater.  They  have  felt  that, 
like  the  alumni  of  other  universities,  they 
should  erect  on  the  campus  some  worth- 
while monument  as  a  sign  of  their  affection 
and  appreciation  of  their  University. 

The  desire  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  Uni- 
versity was  strengthened  when  a  new  Pres- 
ident was  elected,  for  the  alumni  wished  to 
show  him,  at  the  very  outset,  their  loyalty 
and  support  of  the  institution  and  its  execu- 
tive. This  sentiment  on  the  part  of  a  large 
number  of  individual  alumni  finally  re- 
sulted in  a  meeting  of  a  group  of  the 
Athens  alumni,  December  19th,  in  the  office 
of  Dr.  T.  R.  Biddle.  It  included  Judge  Wor- 
stell.  Judge  Sayre,  Henry  Zenner,  Fred  Al- 
dei-man,  F.  D.  Forsyth,  Watt  Craig,  Charles 
Bryson,  Fred  Bush,  C.  L.  Martzolff,  and 
Dr.  Biddle.  After  a  preliminaiy  discussion, 
President  Bryan  was  called  in  to  hear  of 
the  plans  of  the  alumni.  It  was  decided 
that  an  alumni  memorial  auditoiium  would 
be  the  most  appropriate  building  for  the 
alumni  to  erect  on  the  campus  at  Athens, 
^both  because  of  the  need  for  a  suitable  au- 
ditorium and  because  of  the  strong  appeal 
such  a  structure  would  have  in  gaining  the 
support  of  the  alumni  and  the  people  of 
Athens.  President  Bryan  heartily  ap- 
proved this  plan  and  promised  his  coopera- 
tion and  support  of  the  project. 

As  a  result  of  this  meeting,  Mr.  James 
P.  Wood,  of  Cleveland,  called  a  meeting  of 
the  Alumni  Board  of  Control  at  the  Deshler 
I  Hotel,  Columbus,  December  29th. 

This  meeting  was  attended  by  President 
Bryan  in  an  advisory  capacity,  and  by  Mr. 
Tamblyn  of  the  New  York  firm  of  Tamblyn 
and  Brown,  who  attended  by  invitation  to 
give  full  particulars  of  the  methods  used 


in  college  campaigns  for  raising  money. 
After  due  deliberation  the  Board  voted 
that  a  campaign  should  be  executed  and 
that  the  assistance  of  the  fiiTn  of  Tamblyn 
and  Brown  be  secured  in  organizing  it. 

On  January  6th,  the  Alumni  Executive 
Committee  held  a  meeting  in  Athens,  at 
which  the  project  was  further  discussed, 
and  at  another  meeting  on  January  9th,  the 
committee  decided  that  the  campaign  be 
organized  for  $300,000. 

The  officers  of  the  Ohio  University  Alum- 
ni Association  appointed  the  following  ex- 
ecutive committee  for  the  "Alumni  Memor- 
ial Auditoiium  Campaign":  Samuel  L.  Mc- 
Cune,  Cleveland,  O.;  George  DeCamp,  Pitts- 
burgh, Penn.;  James  E.  Kinnison,  Canton, 
O.;  Mrs.  E.  D.  Sayre,  Athens,  O.;  Hon.  I. 
M.  Foster,  Washington.  D.  C:  Frederick  T. 
Sullivan,  Fayette,  O.;  Floyd  S.  Crooks,  Col- 
lumbus,  0.;  E.  C.  Eikenberry,  Camden,  O.; 
Carl  Sheppard,  Akron,  O. 

A  meeting  of  this  committee  was  held 
in  Columbus,  February  4th,  and  James  P. 
Wood,  of  Cleveland,  was  elected  chaii-man 
general  of  the  campaign. 

.4t  the  dinner  of  the  Columbus  Chapter 
of  the  Alumni,  Febraary  4th,  the  Columbus 
alumni  pledged  their  enthusiastic  suppoii; 
of  the  memorial  hall  project,  and  the  Ath- 
ens and  visiting  alumni  who  were  present 
at  the  Founders'  Day  banquet  in  Athens  did 
likewise. 

The  campaign  for  $300,000  was  under- 
taken not  because  that  amount  was  judged 
to  be  the  financial  ability  of  the  alumni  or 
their  willingness  to  give.  Many  institutions 
smaller  than  the  Ohio  University  have 
raised  a  million  or  more.  But  the  $300,000 
building  fund  was  thought  to  be  sufficient 
for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  auditorium, 
and  the  sum  is  one  which  will  give  opportu- 
nity for  every  alumnus  to  have  a  paii;  in 
raising  it. 

It  is  on  the  assumption  that  every  man 
and  woman  who  ever  went  to  O.  U.  will 
want  to  take  part  in  the  fund  that  the  cam- 
paign plans  are  being  laid.     This  effort  is 
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not  to  be  on  the  part  of  a  few  alumni  only, 
but  is  to  include  every  one  who  has  at- 
tended the  University  at  Athens. 

There  are  only  three  states  which  do  not 
have  any  O.  U.  alumni,  Maine,  Rhode  Is- 
land and  South  Carolina.  It  may  be  found 
when  records  are  revised,  that  even  these 
are  blest  with  Ohio  graduates.  Every  state 
having  five  or  more  alumni,  and  thei'e  are 
thirty-four  such  states,  will  have  a  state 
chainnan,  and  each  city  with  three  or  more 
alumni  will  have  a  city  chairman.  Through 
these  chairmen  every  Ohio  man  and  wom- 
an will  have  the  chance  to  enlist  in  the  cam- 
paign. 

The  campaign  will  be  canned  on  during 
the  Spring  on  dates  to  be  announced  later, 
and  is  to  be  completed  by  Commencement.

WHY  A  MEMORIAL  AUDITORIUM 


/  The  next  important  date  in  the  campaign 
'  for  the  Memorial  Auditorium,  and  one  of 
the  most  important  dates  of  the  entire  cam- 
paign is  April  8,  when  State  chaiimen  from 
surrounding  states  and  county  chaii-men 
from  all  the  counties  of  Ohio,  will  convene 
in  the  Deshler  Hotel  at  Columbus  to  organ- 
ize themselves  and  to  lay  plans  for  mobil- 
izing the  entire  alumni  forces  of  the  Uni- 
versity for  the  campaign. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  the  present 
enrollment  of  the  University  is  1384,  and 
that  in  the  course  of  a  year,  including  sum- 
mer students,  the  enrollment  reaches  as 
high  as  4000,  that  the  population  of  Athens 
is  7000,  that  there  are  3100  living  alumni 
and  approximately  15,000  former  students, 
making  a  total  of  near  30,000,  it  is  readily 
seen  how  important  it  is  that  there  shall 
be  an  adequate  place  of  assembly  on  the 
campus.  At  present  the  Ewing  Hall  audi- 
torium is  the  only  place  for  such  assembly 
and  its  capacity  is  700.  It  is  impossible  to 
seat  the  entire  student  body  indoors  at  one 
time.  I 

For  generations  young  men  and  women 
have  received  their  educational  preparation 
and  their  inspiration  of  great  ideals  at  O. 
U.  Some  of  these  have  rendered  distin- 
guished and  unique  service  to  the  country 
in  the  wars  in  which  our  country  has  been 
engaged  except  the  Revolution,  and  in 
times  of  peace.  Today  there  is  no  suitable 
outstanding  memorial  to  commemorate 
their  lives  and  deeds.  It  is  now  proposed 
to  erect  such  a  memorial. 

An  auditorium  such  as  it  is  contemplated 
to  erect  will  be  a  thing  of  beauty  as  well  as 
practically  useful  and  will  become  an  in- 
spiration to  the  thousands  of  students  who 
year  after  year  will  enter  the  University. 


Up  to  the  present  time  the  alumni  and 
former  students  have  had  no  great  objec- 
tive which  they  might  co-operatively  real- 
ize; there  has  been  no  great  occasion  re- 
quiring the  mobilizing  and  consolidating  of 
the  interests  of  the  alumni  for  alma  mat- 
er. Now  the  opportunity  is  given  not  only 
to  every  alumnus  and  alumna,  but  to  every 
former  student,  to  contribute  to  a  great 
memorial,  which,  in  its  turn,  will  undoubt- 
edly contribute  something  of  high  value  to 
every  contributor.  He  who  endows  a  col- 
lege or  contributes  to  its  pennanent  estab- 
lishment becomes  part  of  a  living  memorial 
that  shall  go  on  helping  and  sei-ving  hu- 
manity through  the  years. 

Each  year  the  State  makes  an  invest- 
ment in  each  student  of  O.  U.  of  approxi- 
mately $250.00  more  than  that  student  re- 
turns to  the  University.  The  State  does 
this  gladly  and  with  great  wisdom.  Should 
not  the  alumni  show  their  appreciation  of 
what  has  been  done  for  them  by  reciprocat- 
ing and  themselves  making  an  investment 
in  their  own  alma  mater?  By  so  doing 
they  will  show  the  Legislature  and  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State  how  highly  they  regard 
and  appreciate  what  the  State  has  done  for 
them  and  thereby  help  to  establish  that 
good  will  and  satisfaction  in  good  works  on 
the  part  of  the  Legislature  which  will  in- 
spire continued  and  ever-increasing  appro- 
priations. 

Let  us  show  our  gratitude  to  Ohio.  If  our 
education  has  benefited  us,  a  proof  of  that 
benefit  will  be  a  pledge  to  this  fund.  If  it 
has  not  benefited  anyone,  let  him  cover  his 
own  shortcomings  by  a  pledge.  Let  every 
alumnus  be  a  builder  for  O.  U. 

Great  inspirations  often  come  when  many^ 
are  together  with  one  accord  in  one  place. 
In  music,  in  art,  in  lectures,  in  drama,  in 
discussion,  in  reunion,  the  memorial  audi- 
torium \Al\  become  a  high  place  in  the  lives 
of  students  and  alumni,  where  they  will  be 
lifted  up,  given  new  hope  and  stirred  to 
gi-eater  achievements.

ANNUAL  FOUNDERS'  DAY 


ALUMNI  ACTIVITIES 


The  Annual  Founders'  Day  celebration 
on  February  18,  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
most  successful  yet  held.  Seldom  has  an 
Ohio  University  audience  been  so  fortunate 
as  to  hear  an  address  so  instructive  and  en- 
tertaining as  that  given  by  Chancellor  E. 
H.  Lindley,  of  the  University  of  Kansas, 
in  the  morning  program.  Dr.  Lindley,  be- 
fore giving  his  address  on  "The  New  Pio- 
neers"' expressed  his  belief  that  great 
things  were  in  store  for  Ohio  University 
under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Bryan,  and  he 
congratulated  the  University  upon  its  good 
fortune  in  securing  his  sei^vices. 

Immediately  following  Dr.  Lindley's  ad- 
dress, which  cannot  be  printed  here  owing 
to  lack  of  space,  the  Alumni  and  friends 
gathered  at  the  Ohio  Union,  where  was 
held  the  Annual  Founders'  Day  banquet. 
Here  again  Dr.  Lindley  gave  a  heart-to- 
heart  talk  concerning  the  duty  of  alumni 
to  their  alma  matei'.  He  related  the  de- 
tails of  a  memorial  campaign  conducted  by 
the  University  of  Kansas  alumni;  he  ex- 
plained the  value  of  the  memorial  move- 
ment by  alumni  and  urged  Ohio  alumni  and 
friends  to  back  the  Ohio  University  Alum- 
ni Auditorium  Memoi'ial  project  to  the  lim- 
it; to  give  thoughtfully  and  to  sacrifice  to 
obtain  their  goal.  "The  re-discovery  of 
state  universities  by  their  alumni  and  the 
movement  to  build  memorials  is  the  most 
important  development  in  recent  years 
with  respect  to  the  public  and  the  future  of 
state  universities,"  stated  Chancellor  Lind- 
ley. 

Following  the  address  of  Dr.  Lindley, 
many  other  short  speeches  were  given  by 
alumni  and  citizens  of  Athens,  evidencing 
a  great  amount  of  enthusiasm  for  the  me- 
morial project. 

Dr.  T.  R.  Biddle  explained  the  origin  of 
the  alumni  memorial  plan.  T.  W.  Craig,  of 
the  Board  of  Control,  expressed  his  confi- 
dence that  the  memorial  campaign  would 
be  a  success.  In  closing  his  short  speech, 
President  Bryan  said,  "Let  our  motto  be: 
'Each  for  all,  all  for  each  and  everyone 
ready  to  hitch  in  and  pull  where  he  can 
pull  a  little  more  than  his  own  weight.'  " 

The  entire  assembly,  consisting  of  many 
local  and  visiting  Alumni  and  former  stu- 
dents, showed  its  approval  of  the  project  in 
a  standing  vote.  The  meeting  was  closed 
with  the  singing  of  Alma  Mater.

COLUMBUS  DINNER 

General  reminiscence,  though  it  had  a 
place  at  the  dinner  of  Ohio  University 
alumni  in  Columbus,  Saturday,  Febi-uary 
eleventh,  gave  way  largely  to  a  pre-view  of 
the  future.  This  was  due  largely  to  the 
inspiring  presence  of  President  Bryan  and 
Professor  Martzolff  and  their  memorable 
speeches. 

There  were  about  100  alumni  present  and 
their  enthusiasm  ran  high.  Doubtless  many, 
including  the  present  writer,  were  imbued 
with  a  new  thrill  of  university  loyalty,  as 
they  contemplated  the  impending  future  of 
the  alma  mater.  There  was  a  fine  recep- 
tion for  Dr.  Bryan  and  regret  that  time 
did  not  seem  to  permit  a  longer  speech. 

"No  educational  institution."  he  said, 
"has  a  higher  standing  than  the  standing 
given  it  by  loyal  and  enthusiastic  alumni." 
And  yet  the  President  gave  notice  tliat 
Ohio  is  not  in  the  ring  merely  to  outdo 
other  serviceable  and  honored  universities. 


"No  ounce  of  my  enei'gy,  no  pulse  of  my 
thought  will  ever  go  to  outdo  any  other 
educational  institution.  Our  task  is  to  out- 
do ourselves."  Therefore,  he  declared,  that 
he  would  never  ask  the  legislature  for  a 
penny  more  than  called  for  the  actual  needs 
and  assuredly  never  for  a  penny  less.  He 
craves  the  confidence  of  the  legislators  that 
nothing  is  being  done  to  pad  the  budget. 

After  paying  a  fine  triubute  to  the  ser- 
vice done  by  Dean  Chubb  during  his  inter- 
regnum, he  said:  "The  smallest  need  of 
Ohio  University  is  increased  attendance. 
"Yet,"  he  added,  "you  can't  keep  a  good 
small  college  small."  At  the  moment  he 
spoke  the  enrollment  was  1284,  or  234 
more  than  the  same  time  a  year  before. 
The  vital  considerations,  he  declared,  were: 
"Is  there  a  high  degree  of  solidarity,  is 
there  a  strong  never-say-die  spirit,  is  there 
a  soul  in  the  university?" 

Discussing  what  a  student  gets  out  of  his 
course,  he  said:  "The  greatest  discovery 
that  any  student  makes  is  not  at  the  end  of 
a  microscope;  it  is  the  discovery  of  him- 
self." He  paid  his  disi-espect  both  to  a  too 
severely  laid  down  curriculum  and  to  its 
converse,  the  scrappy  "15  minutes  of  this 
and  15  minutes  of  that."  President  Bryan 
is  for  high  standards  and  the  alumni  are 
with  him  on  that,  as  was  seen  by  the  vig- 
orous applause  that  greeted  his  statement: 
"After  this  year  no  one  shall  receive  credit 
in  any  subject  at  Ohio  University,  if  he 
has  not  done  a  year  in  that  study." 

As  regards  extra-curricular  activities, 
Dr.  Bryan  said:  "If  an  extra-curriculum 
activity  is  such  a  one  that  a  college  presi- 
dent must  wrap  his  robes  about  him  and 
pass  by  on  the  other  sid,e  either  that  ac- 
tivity or  the  president  should  be  eliminat- 
ed. I  am,"  he  averred,  "like  another  edu- 
cator who  said  that  'he  favored  side  shows 
in  a  college  and  yet  he  was  against  the  side 
show  swallowing  up  the  circus.'  " 

Dr.  MartzoWs  task  was  that  of  launch- 
ing the  drive  for  the  alumni  memorial  au- 
ditorium, of  which  there  will  probably  be 
sufficient  statement  elsewhere  in  this  isssue. 
His  address  was  masterly  from  tlTe  oraton- 
cal  standpoint,  and  yet  it  drove  its  lesson 
home  forciblv.  Every  one  there  must  have 
felt  his  individual  responsibilitv  in  this 
great  contract  to  give  Ohio  Universitv  an 
adequate  auditorium.  The  assembled  body 
voted  itself  as  solidlv  behind  the  project. 

One  of  the  most  impressive  moments  of 
the  evening  was  when  Floyd  Stanley 
Ci-ooks.  who  has  been- in  charge  of  the  ar- 
i-angements  committee,  read  a  communica- 
tion of  greetings  from  the  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity alumni  secretary.  Those  who  have 
known  of  keen  Ohio  State-Ohio  rivalry  in 
the  past  will  read  in  this  a  forecast  of  more 
fraternal  and  mutuallv  helpful  relations. 

Judge  Thomas  A.  Jones,  of  the  Ohio  su- 
preme court,  was  the  toastmaster  of  the 
evening  and  he  discharged  his     duties     in 
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felicitous  fashion.  Dr.  W.  H.  Scott,  84  years 
of  age  and  vigorous  in  mind  and  body,  for- 
mer President  of  both  Ohio  and  Ohio  State, 
hailed  Dr.  Bryan  as  "the  man  of  the  hour." 
Judge  E.  D.  Sayre,  of  the  circuit  court  of 
appeals;  Timothy  S.  Hogan,  former  attor- 
ney general;  Dr.  C.  M.  Shepard  and  others 
were  called  upon  and  responded  with  anec- 
dote, reminiscence  or  inspii-ational  com- 
ment.
